W ash in g to n, February 27th.—In the Senate 
to-day tlie conference report on the Agricult­ 
ural D epartm ent appropriation bill was pre­ 
sented and agreed to. 
The Senate bill to am end the law to provide 
b etter protection for tlie salm on fisheries in 
A laska was passed. 
Platt, from ihe Com m ittee on Territories, re­ 
ported two hills for the form ation and adm is­ 
sion of the States of Idaho and Wvoming. 
t oar, from the Committee on Privileges and 
Elections, reported an am endm ent to the de­ 
ficiency bi:l, which was referred to the Com­ 
m ittee on Appropriations, appropriating S 5,«10 
to < liable the President to offer a rew ard lor tlie 
detection and conviction of the persons who 
illegally carried away and destroyed the ballot- 
boxt's at Pluinm i rvilie. Ark. It was tlie m ajority 
report, a m inority di.-senting. 
Oil motion of Cullom the Senate proceeded to 
the consideration o f the Senate bill to am end 
the interstate com m erce law—to act upon the 
two House am endm ents on w hich the confer­ 
ence com m ittee was unable to agree. 
Sherm an favored concurrence in the House 
am endm ents, and one also to buy the railroads. 
He was in favor of the general principles em ­ 
bodied in the am endm ent, th at every railroad 
com pany should be required to furnish th e sam e 
facilities uud modes of transportation tor all 
alike. 
Stewart opposed the am endm ents and Reagan 
supported them . 
Cullom m ads an argum ent against them . He 
said th e am udm ent m re-latiou to cars lor m e 
transportation of petroleum , instead of-carrying 
o n teq u al and exact justice to tiie people, would 
enforce unjust di-e-rim iuation. When one ship­ 
per required a railroad com pany to iurnish a 
certain kind of car. and the com pany declined 
to do so, aud w hen th e shipper tarnished 
such cars for him self, It did nut seem to him 
that such shipper was required hv the common 
law —or should be by statutory law —to supply 
th e sam e facilities for all other shippers iu the 
business. 
As to the other House am endm ent, 
to confer jurisdiction on State Courts. Cullom, 
believed th e result would be th a t there would 
lie different decisions in the construction of tlie 
national law. 
He was anxious to go just as far 
as he conld consistently with the law and Con­ 
stitution and duiv iu protecting th e people, but 
was not w illing to go so tar as to take a step of 
doubiful propriety. Already toe railroads of 
the country were suffering under nilliculties 
w hich cam e—not Irom interstate legislation, 
not irom any act o com m erce—but from condi­ 
tions which prevailed before th e passage of the 
im erstate law. 
No a c ion was taken on the am endm ents, aud 
after the transaction of som e other unim portant 
business the Senate adjourned. 
Iu th e H o u se. 
Washington, February 27th.—During consid­ 
eration of the Indian appropriation bill iu the 
House to-day, O'Neill ot Indiana íDern. i secured 
the floor uud iiad read at the Clerk’s desk an 
article in u S au Francisco journal ot M arch 7, 
1887, charging fraud by F elton’s supporters in 
his election. 
Rowell, C hairm an of the Republican m inor­ 
ity ol the Elections Committee, said that the 
whole report of the Dem ocratic m ajority on 
th at case was based upon no better evidence 
than hear ay aud just such new spaper reports.

The workingman is committed to a radi­ 
cal mistake when he subscribes to the 
doctrine that employment of convicts in 
prion is injurious to him. We do not 
doubt the sincerity of the workers who 
hold to this idea; they honestly think that 
in reality labor in prison just that much 
shears labor out of prison. But it is a fal­ 
lacious idea, and one that has been demon­ 
strated to be an error. No compulsory la­ 
bor ever materially interferes with free la­ 
bor. The number of convicts employed in 
prison at trades is infiDitesmal as compared 
to the whole body of men employed in 
useful labor. If, as Warden Brockway asks 
an entire lot of several hundred workers 
in a factory should all at once become con­ 
victs, and guards should be put upon the 
but ¡ding and it declared a State prison, and 
the men be still kept at work, would the 
result be any different from that prior to 
tb- 
change of attitude? All the prison 
mu :e goods in the Union, measured by the 
ec ire product of manufacturing, amounted 
to so little as to De scarcely distinguishable, 
and this fact the labor statisticians have 
proved over and again; the percentage is so 
small indeed, that it has to be expressed in 
the one-hundreths of one per cent

the labor of convicts contributes to 
their support, that much lessens taxation,

course, are the workingmen who object to 
convict labor. 
Moreover, the discipline of prisons, that 
th e may be reform, that deteution may 
have a beneficial influence and thus pro­ 
tec. society from the criminal class, requires 
that prisoners shall be employed. And 
such employment must be at useful labor, 
for 10 engage the convict in mere profitless 
or irmtless labor, as the carrying of stones 
from one pile to another and then back 
again, is worse than idleness and produces, 
invariably, bad results. The men who 
labor, and the men who own property, pav 
ev 
cent of the cost of maintaining those 
who do not labor. If convicts are to he 
kept in idleness, then the workers must 
pay the increased cost. If the convict 
should not work at a trade because oí the 
fallacy that it shuts some free worker out 
from employment, then the logic of the 
argument will uphold the scheme of pre­ 
venting the convict from tilling the soil in 
the prison farm or garden, to supply his 
owi; rood, for it narrows the sale of vege­ 
tabas and grains by outside tillers of the 
soil. 
There is still another consideration that 
is :o be taken into account—that the 
support cf convicts in idleness, or their em­ 
ployment in kinds of labor that cannot be 
availed of by them on discharge, tends to 
constantly increase the vagrant, the crim­ 
inal and the dependent classes, and thus 
to steadily augment the burdens of the free 
producers and wage-earners. 
This is an 
umieniable truth—every man must make 
hi» liviDg, or someone must make it for 
h im ; if, therefore, we create a body of 
non producers and augment the number of 
ths: body constantly, we proportionally in­ 
crease the burdens of those who must sup­ 
per them. We do not touch now upon 
the moral or physical benefits of useful 
labor, the part it plays in a true reforma­ 
tory system and as a deterrent influence, 
but ireat the subject from a purely econo­ 
mic standpoint. In that light, every lesson 
of xperience, every dictate of reason, the 
Ins’ s of political and domestic economy, 
the- well being of the taxpaying class, the 
good of the producers and workers, all 


h i : e in disapproval o r the demand that 
productive labor shall cease in the prisons. 


It is a question of doubt still, whether it 
was wi3e to have created the Cabinet Secre­ 
taryship of Agriculture. Not but that ag­ 
riculture should continue to receive the aid 
of Government research and the dissemina­ 
tion of knowledge through Government 
agencies, but there was already a bureau 
thi't was very satisfactorily doing all that 
Work. The claims of labor, commerce and 
education might also have been preferred 
with quite as much force for recognition 
by a Cabinet representative, and so on 
with a hall dozen more of leading interests 
until the Cabinet would become overladen 
and cumbersome. Originally the Cabinet 
offices were intended to cover only the 
m.. u departments of political government, 
of .State and foreign relations, of finance, 
of the army, of the navy, of internal do­ 
mestic concern, of the postal system and of 
1®w. 
But, a3 intimated already, the ad­ 
di i :n of a Secretary of Agriculture opens 
the door to still further enlargement that- 
if ver adopted, will make the Cabinet a 
very top heavy and unwieldy body, tending 
to complícale the administration of public 
affairs. We think experience will prove 
that the elevation of the Agricultural 
bu -.au to Executive rank will not materi­ 
ally augment its usefulness. 
But the 
position has been created, and we are 
about to enter upon the experimental 
stage of it. If it does Dot develop new and 
inc. eased annoyance or labor for the Pres­ 
idents, we 
shall 
be 
agreeably 
disap­ 
pointed. The fear is entertained because 
the tendency will be to bring more of 
“ politics” into the Agricultural bureau; 
to lead agriculturists to act politically as a 
class, since the 
]>o)iticians will 
work 
am ;ng them to that end, in order to be 
aide to command their influence in aid of 
merely political schemes, and all such re­ 
sults are undesirable because diverting and 
-disturbing.

o f license is all bosh. 
There is no reason 
whatever w hy there should be a uniform 
license tax throughout the State. The Con­ 
stitution and the laws now give to towns 
and cities of the Slate absolute freedom to 
leg slate for them selves upon license fees, 
acc ¡rding to their needs and their judg- 
m ut. and thire is no reason whatever for 
w ith d raw in g the grant.

I 
w ent to Sacram ento to stay aud w ould gladly 
have rem ained there b ut th at I learn ed from 
w h at I deem ed the best authority th at tne Cali­ 
fornia le a g u e was about to become a oarty to 
th e n ational agreem ent, a move w hich would 
have throw n m e out of em ploym ent aud dis­ 
barred me from playing w ith any oilier profes­ 
sional club in Am erica. 
As so u as I learned th is m uch 1 thought of 
nothing but saving m y family. 1 had two oilers, 
one ftvm the Des Moines and one from the 
Toledo Club. They were both tem pting in th at 
th ey offered m e a larger salary th an 1 had ever 
received before. 
I was thus placed between 
tw o fires—a chance of being throw n out of em ­ 
ploym ent ou the one. and a cliauee o f steady 
w ork at a good salary on the other. Fearing 
th a t if I let the S-cram ento people know that 
I was going to leave them they would talk me 
out of th e idea aud th a t later 1 "would sufier fur 
rem aining there, I got my properly together 
an d left w ithout notifying my nearest friends of 
m y intentions. 
1 was arrested and brought 
back to Sacram ento, but as soon as I explaiued 
m y position th e proceedings were dropped, a ll 
along I b ad intended to pay every dollar I 
owed in Sacram ento, but I did not intend to do 
th a t u n til I was safely aw ay from there. For 
players who a re at liberty to sign w here they 
please. I know of no better field th an California, 
T he clim ate out th ere is a glorious one. and the 
clubs ate alt well fixed financially.

ram ento Club paid the best of salaries to its 
m en and treated them royally. 
I w ould have

I 
SAM JONES MEETINGS. 


A m eeting of th e Executive and Advisory 
Com m ittees and th e F inancial Board of the A. 
J. Stevens Statue Association w as held last 
evening in th e Odd Fellow ’s Tem ple. The roil 
was called and sixteen of the Executive Com­ 
m ittee, seven of the Financial Board and six of 
the Advisory Com m ittee, tw enty-nine in all, 
answ ered to th eir nam es. Wm. H. Mills, Gov­ 
ernor W aterm an and Messrs. H ill, Grow and 
Boute sent in letters and telegram s of th eir in ­ 
ability to attend. 
The m eeting was called to order by E. B. 
Hussey, w ho w as 
afterw ards 
unanim ously 
chosvn to preside during the evening. 
The Chair stated that the m eeting was com ­ 
posed of three com m ittees, and its only ob­ 
ject w as the selection of a m odel or design and 
the aw arding of a contract to a sculptor. He 
said there h ad Deen so m uch said about the 
m odels presented th a t there was a question of 
delicacy aud all felt em barrassed so tar as m ak 
ing criticism s in the presence of the com petit­ 
ors. 
He suggested that the sculptors present 
should have au oppoituuily to address the 
Board, explain th eir work and then the com ­ 
m ittee could go into executive session, discuss 
the m erits of the different designs and aw ard 
the contracts. 
It was so ordered, and Frederick F'lohr, one 
of 
the com peting sculptors, explaiued 
bis 
m odel. He said it was a rough sketch, sim ply 
togive the com m ittee au idea of w hat he pro­ 
posed to do. It was undeistood th at if he was 
aw arded the contract, the statue would have to 
be m ade satisfactory to the com m ittee so far as 
the portrait was concerned w hen it was m od­ 
eled in «lay. The pedestal ot granite is 13% 
feet iu height, th e bronze statue nine feet and 
the entire m onum ent some 22% or 23 feet in 
height. He said he was requested to m ake his 
m odel 011 a scale ol 1% inches to the foot aud 
he had done so. 
Mr. Stewart, a m em ber of the Executive Com­ 
m ittee, spoke for the sculptor, F. Marion Weils, 
and called attention to nis model on exhibi­ 
tion. He stated th at Mr. Wells h ad m ade no 
attem pt 10 m ake a portrait of Mr. Stevens on 
th e sm all design. It was a rough sketch, in ­ 
tended only to show a brief outline of w hat 
would be erected. 
Mr. W ells had a national 
reputation as a sculptor, had just com pleted the 
M arshall m onum ent, and proposed, if the con­ 
tract was aw arded to him , th at he w ould erect 
a studio in this city w here the statue would be 
m odelled iu clay, w here all the w orkm en in the 
shops who contribute their m ites tow ard its 
construction w ould have daily opportunity of 
scrutinizing the work and pa1 sing upou its 
merits. 
He also proposed to have all the gran­ 
ite work done in this city. 
Mr. Hussey said he had received a letter from 
Mr. Wells, m aking a sim ilar statem ent. All the 
work would be done iu this city. 
Mr. Wells’ statue, w hile as large as that of Mr. 
Flohr’s, would uot stand quite as high, from the 
fact th at the pedestal was lower. 
A W. W eiuert was next called upon. 
He said 
he had but very little to say. The sketch spoke 
for itself, and his specifications w ere full, com ­ 
prehensive an d explicit He thought the artists 
of C aliioraia the equals of thore in the East, 
and lor this work they really had no Eastern 
com petitor. The invitation c a lltd for orig­ 
inal 
designs, 
both 
as to 
statue 
and 
pedestal, aud 
it 
was 
uot 
expected 
th at 
the com m ittee would 
accept anything 
from m ortuary photograph album s. They cer­ 
tainly desired som ething original, som ething 
representative ot the m an, som ething of high 
art. som ething tha: would w ithstand artistic 
criticism for centuries to come. He tried to 
illustrate In the pedestal som ething of the in­ 
ventive m ind and genius of the m an to whom 
they sought to do honor. 
Som ething of his 
kindheartedness, of his broad benevolence, of 
his love for the laboring classes. One of his 
quotations 
w a s: “ The laborer 
is 
deserv­ 
ing 
of his 
hire." 
On 
another 
panel 
would 
be a representation 
of 
locomotive 
No. 48. These panels would be of bronze, with 
raised letters. In the statue would be repre­ 
sented th e Master M echanic iu one ot bis 
thoughtful, inventive moods, natural, true to 
life, and the face full of expression, as perfect 
as life could be represented iu bronze. The 
granite should be th a t of California quarries, 
and the statue cast iu bronze m San Francisco. 
He thought Mr. W ells’ suggestion of doing 
the 
work 
in 
Sacram ento 
a 
good 
one, 
and 
he 
also 
would 
agree 
to 
that. 
W hen the m onum ent was modeled in clay he 
would w ant the com m ittee, lrieuds and rela­ 
tives to inspect it and give him tne benefit of 
th eir suggestions so th at reality could be ob­ 
tained as nearly as possible. 
His idea of a 
m onum ent was uot so m uch in detail, but some­ 
thing original and artistic, m ade of California 
m aterial by California workm en, and would 
stand the criticism ot artisans for centuries. 
He was surprised th at at 
the last m eet­ 
ing the com m ittee should so unanim ously 
favor a Chicago design. 
The 
com parisons 
were as unfair as they were unjust. 
He then 
exhibited quite a large bust ol A. J. Stevens 
w hich he had prepared and m odeled from clay 
iu one day outside of a studio and w ith no tools 
to speak of. It wat* quite life-like, all had ad ­ 
m itted, and showed w hat Calfoinia sculptors 
could do w hen not confined to an inch and a 
h alf scale. Peihaps the m an had worked for 
several weeks on the large model th at had been 
photographed, w hile his was the work of only 
several hours. The pedes al of his m onum ent 
was 11 feet in hight the statute 8 feet, m aking 
22 feet in all. He would use w hatever granite 
the com m ittee desired 
In his opinion, he 
thought Fresno granite would look best, but 
I’enryn was just as good. 
G. H. Jones, who has no model, but exhibits a 
photograph of a model m ade in Chicago, was 
the n ext to address the m eeting. 
He said he 
was a little em barrassed because he had no 
pedestal to show w ith his photographed de­ 
sign. He then opened au album containing 
m onum ents from nearly every graveyard from 
Maine to California, and told the com m ittee 
they could m ake th eir own selection of a pedes­ 
tal. 
He had w ritten and telegraphed his firm, 
the M itchell Bedded Works of Chicago, for a 
pedestal but b ad so far received uo reply, but 
w as 
sure 
it 
w ould 
be

few days. 
The 
statue 
would 
be m ade 
iu 
Chicago 
by 
a 
sculptor 
nam ed 
Taft, 
and the pedestal m ade in the East either of Oak 
Hill or Quiocy granite. He did not think m uch 
of California granite or California work, and 
enum erated a large num ber of m onum ents that 
had lately come from the East for stoektou. 
O akland and other places, aDd said he would 
like to sec some good m ortuary work come to 
Sacram ento. T he statue he proposed would tie 
of copper bronze, 7% feet high, and resting 
upon a pedestal 17 feet high, m aking the struct­ 
ure 24% 'eet high, Mr. Taft was th es:u lp to r 
who modeled the bronze statue of Colfax at 
Indianapolis, w hich was p r -noun red by all 
w ho had seen it to bo a work of art

St. George (Ont.), February 27th.- The St. 
Louis express, passing here east-bound this 
evening, w ent through a bridge just east of the 
station. Broken ties on one of th e engine- 
w heels caused the tails to spread, and the first 
passenger car, a P ullm an e r r and a d ining ear 
w eal through the m iddle section of th e bridge. 
The Pullm an car, w hich contained most of 
th e passengers, was throw n clear off the bridge, 
tu rn in g com pletely over and landing right side 
up. 
The dining ear siandson end against the pier, 
an d the passenger car rem ains on the bridge 
Eight or ten persons were killed and about 30 
w ounded. They have been tak en out of the 
cars. 
THE VICTIMS. 
The cining-car contained about seven per­ 
sons besides the waiters. Supper had ju st beeu 
atinoitneeo, and in a few m inutes the car would 
h ave b etn filled, and all m ust have ¡«.-rished.

A TERRIBLE SCENE. 
The accident was witnessed by some of the 
townspeople. The alarm was given im m edi­ 
ately, a n d in a few m inutes th e streets were a 
so ue of w ildest excitem ent. 
• v conveyance was hurried to the bridge, and 
th e dead and w ounded were iaken o u to i the 
debris. They were conveyed to the hotels, pri­ 
v ate residences and station-house. 
All the 
doctors were soon on hand and attended w ith­ 
o u t delay to the poor m ortals, who groaned and 
cried for help. 
T he bridge w hich g iv e away is 100 feet high. 
CRUSHED .OD MANGLED VICTIMS.

London, February 2Sth.—The Times this m orn­ 
ing. in a leading editorial, quotes iu full the 
apology tendered by Attorney-General W ebster 
before ihe P a n ell Commission for the publica­ 
tion of th e forged let'ers. and continues : “ We 
desire to ir'dorse as appropriate every word of 
th e foregoing statem ent. Moreover, Mr. Parnell 
having in the witness-box stated th at the letters 
are lorgeries, we a'.cept in every respect the 
tru th of th at statem ent. Under these circum ­ 
stances we deem it right to express our regret 
pecially aud sincerely at having been induced 
to publish the letters as Mr. P arnell's or to use 
them iuevidence against him . This expression of 
regret includes also the letters falsely attributed 
to Mr. Egan, Mr. D avitt and Mr. O’Kelly. It is 
scarcely fitting now to enter into a statem ent of 
the circum stances uhder w hich we received and 
published them . We are bound, however, to 
point out th a t Figott was not the person w ith 
«horn we com m unicated. Moreover, we m ust 
add th at we firmly believed the letters were 
genuine until the disclosures m ade by Pigott on 
cross-exam ination. 
It m ust be evident to all 
re;-sonable persous th a t if a conspiracy existed 
the Times was victim ized by it, and was not 
party to it. Errors iD judgm ent m ay have been 
com m itted, and tor them the penalty m ust he 
paid. It m ust be clearly understood th at w hat 
we have done is altogether upon our own m o­ 
tion and our own responsibility, aud in the 
public interest alone.

; ous absence of good bleeding is most dis­ 
played. Time and again have box parties | 
at the Academy and at our best theaters j 
been hissed into proper behavior by inlet- * 
iigent and always well lehavcd auditors, 


who had to choose between thus express­ 
ing the ill-breeding of box parties or sur­ 
render all hope of enjoying the perfor­ 
mance. 
It was not done petulantly, but 
only after forbearance had ceased to be 
possible. 
All attendants at our best temples of 
amusements are ever glad to see the 
boxes or conspicuous parquet rows filled 
with what are called theater parties, made 
up of the ladies and gentlemen of the city 
whose taste and means fit them for excel­ 
lence in dress. They add greatly to the 
beauty and inspiration of such occasions; 
and {heir conduct should be as excellent 
as their pretensions; but it is an unpleas­ 
ant truth that very often the chief ob­ 
stacle to the enjoyment of a good play or 
opera, comes from what can only be called 
a vulgar exhibition of disorder from those 
who should be patterns in public behavior. 
It is doubtless true that fashionable 
theater parties are, as a rule, mere social 
occasions, when the theater or opera is 
only an incident, and the before-play din­ 
ner, or the after-plav supper aud frolic, or 
both, the chief source of enjoyment; but 
it should ever be remembered, and espe­ 
cially by those who are presumed leaders 
in social life, that good breeding inflexibly 
forbids discourtesy to others, and that all 
violations of courtesy in public are insep­ 
arable from vulgarity. 
Of course, it is not 
intended by any to exhibit ill-breeding on 
sucii occasions, and it is often done uncon­ 
sciously ; but we have seen it persisted in 
after the humiliating admonition of the 
public hiss from intelligent auditors, and 
in such cases charity can offer no plea in 
excuse for the offense.

fend at the theater or opera, but tbe error 
must ever speedily correct itself with all 
well-bred people and thus disarm com­ 
plaint.— Philadelphia Times.
